
 
 

Guardianship and Conservatorship Program Regulations 
 
412 Sale or Purchase of Guardianship and/or Conservatorship Practice 
 
412.1 A certified professional guardian and conservator may choose to sell all or 
substantially all of a guardianship and/or conservatorship practice to another certified 
professional guardian and conservator, including goodwill, subject to the following 
guideline: to the extent that the sale of the practice contemplates a substitution of 
guardian and/or conservator for any of the guardian and conservator’s current clients, 
court approval, with notice to all  individuals subject to guardianship and/or 
conservatorship and all notice parties, shall be obtained at least 60 days before 
completing the sale. Regardless of whether any sale or transfer occurs, a guardian and 
conservator remains subject to all of these standards with respect to any  individuals the 
guardian and conservator is appointed for, including the duty to ensure continuity of 
care, until the guardian and conservator is discharged by the court.
